3,744,079 (Krause) represents the prior art discussed by applicant in the specification. 
The USP 6,067,683 (Reeves) discloses a caulk finger cleaner having a means for 
attaching to a caulking gun. USP 5,346,380 (Abies) discloses a caulk finishing tool 
which is attached to the tip of the caulking gun. The prior art of record fails to teach or 
suggest (1) a caulk finishing tool having a closure or removable closure covering the 
back end of an elongated tubular member for storing a plurality of caulk cartridge caps 
in combination with the other elements of claims 1 and 14; (2) an integral capping 
structure formed in the back end of a tubular member and defining a tapered inward 
opening to serve as a cartridge cap in combination with the other elements of claim 8.
